F their Aﬀioitic and declination of forme, the 
Q—- of the firſt Columne may fuftce to 
tcach the Reader how to matrke the courſe of 

all the other Columnes, and the truCE variation of 
ſtrokes and lines, by diſmembring or now traming the 
Letters accordingly. Thereforc I muſt ſpeake otthe 
firſt Hebrew letter in the firſt Columne, how he car- 
ryeth himſclfc through all learned Tongucs : that is, 
of Yarictic,of Facion,and Behaviour. And alſo of his 
entertainment & acquaintance with all othcr 
ofthe Game Columne, whercas it conſilterh of three 
divers ſtrokes orlimbes 3 ro wit, the ſtroke Conſtant, 
which is the ſlope line, that for the moſt part continu- 
gh invariable: The ſtroke Diwers,vhich isthe hang»

Notwithſtanding, of the firſt fort, the Compler 
body are theſe by transformation; The {ixteenth, (e- 
uentcenth,rwo and three and twenteth,and ſeuen and 
rwenteth Abcez that is, the Ulyric,Croatic, .Aithiopich, 
Armenian, Eeypitun or Phryzian Rew .
